Often U bi^^ 
pena that tbe iaqnirar atops right here and 
goea home witb the conviction that women'a 
exchanges are simply another means for the 
dissemination nf bric-d-hrnc, alnvidy an over- 
whelmiii!; fact in all our lives, aud that sup- 
preKxion rather tlian encottmgenMnt abould 
be the order o^ tliin;;s. 

Certainly the supply of this variety of 
work far exc<'<Mls tlio *leniand, though even 
here the lii;;liest excellence in design and 
workmanship i» almost certain of encourage- 
ment and reward. Hut this is, after all, the 
■miUlest part of tbe work of a proeperons ex- 
change. It is the order department that ia 
the real aouroe of income, and tbe display of 
daintiea and lufaatantiala of every variety. 
There is a supply of delicate cake, paatry, 
rolls, etc., visible to all, but thia ia tbe mere 
su^Restion of what is actually received and 
delivered. One woman, for ex.miple, sup- 
pLieN cimsoriitne, scut in tlie form (.1 jelly, and 
ready to melt ami serve. This is a soup iip- 
parently lieyiiini llie |MH\ei nl' lin^nidinary 
cook to C()'iL|)ass, and there are many hunse- 
keepers who prefer to Imy this product , u lileh 
has proved it^ielf ahsolutcdy certJiinm quanti- 
ty, to venturing upon experiments at home. 
Even the profemiouul cook often lackaasome- 
thing that is found in the work of theoe wo- 
men who supply through exchanges. 

"Witii brainat sir," aaid Sir Joahus Rey- 
nolds when aaked with what he mixed bia 
colors, and It la Jnat aa true that the food 
into whose composition brains have entered 
baa a flavor, a delicacy, above all an un- 
varying standard, that no aVerii;_;e c<xik ever 
attains. It takes a little time to secure this 
result, but it conuti Ivefore long to •VWrjr MO- 
cessful worker iu this field. 

Another fact ha« no less iK-Arinj; xiyton the 
(iUCCoiiHof such an umlertuking. Preparation 
in small quantitii-s st-oures n finer and more 
satisfactory result than is ever possible in 
Uu-ger omounttk For the occult reasons for 
this there is no room, though we all know tbe 
magic in tbe words "i iand" motie. ^aod h ave 
perhapa discovered kgr v*nSaiX wqpSBtBDoe 
that whar* a doabia «r tMlile quantity of 
any form of food ii raqolrfld, it Is always bail 
to make the aingto ml* MTwal tlmat rathw 
than uike the wbolfl bulk of material. Tbe 
exchun(;ei> have all been demonstrators of 
this fact, and thus tbe housekeeper who has 
once tested their work shuns the great baker- 
lea, even those of hii;liest reputation, and 
pays gladly the iiddeil price for the more 
(leliciUe hanlllin;^^ 

The n-slanraut depart merit iiiLs shown it- 
self OS one of the most important, at leu-st in 
its possibilities. Not only unsold foo<l can 
be utilized, but wherever established it has 
been shown that, under wise management, 
tbe restaurant pays aud becomes popular. 
One ditUculty has Ijcen in tbe Inexperieuce of 
tboae in charge, and thus a sense that only 
the least was given that could be oalled a 
money's wortii. But this phase, natural in 
beginning unfamiliar work, has ended after 
a little CTjierience, and the sharpest critic 
could not i.ovv find fault with the amount 
served at any well known woman's ex- 
change. 

"Why have we be<'n so slow t-o s' e their 
advanta};e.s?'' writes one of tlie coiitrihutoi s 
of GoihI lIousekiM'pirig. "If thi'> are so use- 
ful a method of helping the better class of 
women who must earn, why has not every 
city more ihan one, an<l why is tbers Con- 
stant suspicion of favoritism?" 

This is a popular question and a popular 
accusation. Inquiry and obaervatloa have 
both besu brought to bear, and so far as in- 
dications go, one becomes tolarably certain 
that both are very likely to oome fh>m those 
who have done lni()erfect work and been in- 
dignant at its rejection. Favoritism some- 
tini(« shows Itself, for the managers are hu- 
man, and may be at time.s lii/ised hv personal 
preft reu< ("-. I'.ut lus a wholp iljere i.^ siii;;uhir 
fairness. I'lie work is much of it voluntary, 
though the lai t;er oni« are liiulin^ it well to 
jMiy goo.l salaries to competent managers. 
The idea has spread so insensibly and is still 
8urroun<le(i by so much question and uncer- 
tainty, not in actual fact, but iu the minds 
of tbcitie unfamiliar with the wakings of ex- 
changes in gmsral, thai It li not regarded as 
possible that every town cC any slss ccakl 
support, In great part at Iflast, tha oootribo- 
torstosueb aa oadsrlakiag.— Hsl«i Ombi^ 
bell In Good Honsskeepiag.

then ;;o"s oji >i<iv( n to the deaths aud givea a 
low si;.';ij of S3 trijiathy for each unhappy mo- 
ther, Wile 01 cliiM.

It is en.sy 
to show any one how to tell such a mixture at 
a glance almost, lint didlcnlt to describe on 
paper, so the novice in this matter should take 
someone with him, or her, when going to 
shop, and should pay a f.-tir price ud deal 
only with resi)ectable tradesmen. 

Beware of wearing dyed flannels next tho 
skin. I know there is a great run on red, but 
this color is Just as likely to contain poison- 
ous matter as any other. Silk for the under- 
garments of men with tender skins has much 
to recommend it, though it takaa but second 
place to wool. Then, iu point of cold resist- 
ing qualities, comes merino. This niay be 
worn next the skin by men wearing tho time 
honored liii'-n shirt. Tiie under vest or sem- 
met must iK^t beof dyeii material.

ANCIENT INDIAN LEGEND CONCERN- 
ING THE MILFORD SPRINGS. 



Ix>ve, Jeabinsy and Revene't the Import- 
ant Incredlenta — Tbe Ctalere Lovely 
Dangliter Cheese s Betweea Two BnAs. 



While wandering about tbe LJthlum 
springs, Just at the edge of the little village 
of Kilford, one day, tba wHtMr'rsmarked the 
large number of Indiaiis in the vicinity. An 

inquiry develojH'<l tho fact that tbe regener- 
ated savages of the timaha, Otoe and Pawnee 
tribes pay fn'qnent visits to that l(«'nlity and 
always carry "IT with them ju;is and bottles 
of tho water. The si;;ht of a half iloUar aud 
a little persistent quest lolling induced an ugly 
warrior, with a six word name, to tell why 
they came so far from their reservations to 
partake of the water. His story is one of the 
legendoof the tril>e, and was as follows, minus 
the broken ]{Uiguage used: 

Many years ago the Otoea and Pawneea 
were united under one tribal orgaaintioa, 
and were presided over by a wise obleftaia 
named Queuchaqua, Under bis leadership 
happiness and proqwrity reigned. Their vil 



lages were sitnx>nnded by»ldaot ocrn and 
their hnts tilled with thasBiaof thabniTalo 

and antelope. 

Quenchaqiia had a daughter, who wa.acnlled 
Shogo, the fnire>t and sweetcsi of the prairio 
flowers. Tiie trophies of tlie ciiase adorned 
her wi^\v;im, and she was known and hon- 
ored for le :• hi^anty far and wiile. Among 
the young ehiefiains of the allied tribes, none 
Were more assiduous in thi'ir attentions to 
the fair young princess than Kalhama, or tbe 
Pawnees, and Popotne, of the Otoes. Both 
of these youthful warriors were brave and 
noble, as warriors go, and for a long time 
Bhogo was unable to make any disttaction in 
bar affections between th«m. At last, how- 
ever, she decided in her inmost heart that, 
while she was very fond of Poiratue, she liked 
Kalhama better. In this comparative judg- 
ment the a;:ed chieftain, Quenchaqua, coln- 
cidal. As is ever the case, the course of true 
love did not rim smooth, and tronlili? ensued 
between the hitherto fricielly tribes very 
so<jn after tho espous.il of KallKima and 
Shogo. 

A division of territory liccaino necessary 
and tho Otix?s were given tbe land east of the 
Big Blue river, and tho Pawnees a broad ex- 
panse of territory west of the river.

This treaty 
continued in elfect until tbe death of Quen- 
cbequa, which, according to the most authen- 
tic accounts, must have occurred some time 
prior to the time when the Spanish general, 
Coronado, entered tho territory now known 
aa Nebraska In quest of tbe seven cities of 
Cibolo and the niagnifloent capital of the for 
famed King Tartaruax, 

The death of tho great chieftain was fol- 
lowed by several years of estrangement. 
Finally Popotne sent a swift meewnger to tbe 
camp of Kalhama and requested him to meet 
tha Otoea in coiuicil assembled at the Salt 
Licks for the put |)ose of an amicable adjust- 
ment of the diraculty. Tlio Pawnee chieftain, 
ever ready to form a union with his powerful 
brother, obeyed the request, aud taking with 
liim a few of iiis wise counselors wended his 
way toward the ri-.ing sun to the ni)pointed 
place of inectiii;.^, buoy il 011 by the h • wiino 
Sho?o, who^e queenly bravery, as she rixlo 
her spotted pony toward the scene of her 
early childhood, dispelled any dark forebod- 
ings that might have lurked in tlu breast of 
Kalhama as lie thought of meeting his old 
rival. Arriving at tho desigjiated spot, the 
weary travelers quenched their thirst at the 
bubbling ysprings and exchanged greetings 
with their brother bravea. 

Tha presence of their beauteous Shogo 
aroused a dormant feeling of jealousy in the 
Otoe chieftain, and despite bis good inten- 
tions the preponderance of native treachery 
inspired him to deal a stealthy blow at Kal- 
ham.-i, who succumt)e<l to tho tmlooked for 
attack. The detni was done; but the aveng- 
ing spirit of ihe a;.;eil t,)iieucluiiiuii ai'oso from 
the sj)rini; and sl.^w I'opot ne and put to flight 
his warriors, who were about to follow tho 
exomple of their leader in waging a war of 
annihilation 011 their ilefi'nseles.s gU'.'sts. Tho 
spirit of Quenchaqua, seizing tho tomahawk 
of tbe death t>la>'er, wn'-lied the bloodstains 
away in the waters w hich were immediately 
turned to bitterness. It was decreed by tba 
outraged spirit that the water should be unfit 
forman or beast until tnaay summers and 
wiaters had paawd away. 

Then, turning with the weeping Shogo and 
her followers. Die party sorrowfully dejiarted 
in the direction of the setting sun. One-half 
day's travel brought them to a rapid! v flow- 
ing stream, where waters sparkled o\ er rocky 
beds, shadowtvl by gigantic tre<'s and winding 
vine.s, I'roceeding to the western hank of the 
river the spirit of (Quenchaqua smote the rock 
imder a huge elm tree and out sprang a crys- 
tal fountain of pure water, over w hich tbe 
sad hearted Bhogo presided, healing tbe 
wounded aitd curing tbe sick of the nation 
until the Big MedMiMi Water cama to be re- 
garded by the nvagaaia a paaaoaa tor all 
ills. Bhogo was now tha aoknowledfsd owner 
of the Blue valley. Ear good daadi and self 
sacrificing davoiion to her ps<^ raaoaaded 
throughout the aatioa, and she was the re- 
dpieot ol maay honors and worshipped as 
ona who had dirsol awnwileailon wtth the 

Oreat Spirit. 

A high promontory^ Mtoated a few hun- 
dred yards south of the Big Medicine Water, 
adorned by stately oaks uiul overlooking 
Kego rapids, where tho waters of tho river 
wash the sepulchered banks, was the iiuiet re- 
treat of .Shi '-u uu she watched the rising sua 
aud ap(M>ared to hold secret communion with 
the departed Prince Kalliama.

Whila tha ganeral oendition of the 
funar ta admittad to ba asoeadiogly an* 
eomfortabla and anaatiafactery, we hear 
of no meaaarea of reliaf, no aoggaationa 
for Bobsidy from the Oorarnment, no 
propositirn that purchasers in the "home 
market" aball be compelled to pay the 
producer more than the market price in 
order to make up to him tha loaa of $10,- 
000,000 on the corn crop of one State. 

Now, turn to another article of produc- 
tion and see how differently prodncers 
are treated in this country. The Iron 
Age declares that the Alabama iron man- 
ufacturers claim that they can produce 
pig iron at $0.50 fo $10 and nell it at $14 
to $14 50 at tlie furnaie, according to the 
grades— a profit of between $4 and |8 a 
ton. This, let it be understood, is on a 
low price for iron, which, only a few j 
years ago, sold for $20 to $iO a ton, and 
the prediction has been mada that it Will 
advance again to these pricea. 

It is true that the Alabama farnacee 
can make iron cheaper tlian it ran be 
made in Otiio and Pennsylvania, and 
thay wonld b* ssfa enongh withoat the 
tariff. But it oats Pennsylv.inia some 
$14 to $18 to malie iron, so we have 
a tariff of $6.72 a ton imposed, not for 
the benefit of the furnaces that can make 
iron at low prices, but to pay the losses 
of the fnmaoes that can not afford to sell 
Iron at tbcHc [iriccsand continue business. 

8o we see that the Government im- 
poaes a tax npon the American farmer to 
niflk" pood tbe lopses of the badly located 
furnaces in the Last. In the past year or 
twotbare has been soch in increase In 
the namber «f furnaces in tlu; South 
that the price has bean kapt down to a 
reasonable figure. Still no protectionist 
wants to repeal tlie tax ; it h; still main- 
tain«^d with the hope that there will be 
a '* boom in Iron," that prices may go up 
to $25 or and that th' se high-priced 
fnrnaces may m:ike a fortune. The effect 
of this is that the people of the country 
are taxed to simply maintain farnaces 
that have no excuse whatever for exist- 
ing. They are badly located, baiily man- 
aged, antiquated and should tie displaced 
by furnaces that can make iron at $9 a 
ton for the whole country. 

We see tlius how the Government 
treats the men who put their money into 
trusts ; how it makes good to them the 
losses following their own folly and bad 
Judgment. Now what would be tbouttht 
if Senator Oullom should propose in the 
Senate an appropriation of $10,000,000 
to make g'xid tba lossas of the Illinois 
farmers 7 

It is facts such as th«>Be that we seek to 

brini; to the ailenfion of the f,<rmers. It 
is not with any dehire of stirring up strife 
batween one class ot producers and an- 
other. Tlit-re i;' no nattirul antagonism 
betwaen farmers and laboring men, be- 
tween farmeni and manafactnrars ; hot 
tbert' is til Mrtificial aiitHgonipm broui lit 
about by laws that are unjuat in 
their operation and anaqaal la thsir 
banafits. 

Tbbbb's truth, much truth, in the re- 
mark of the Milwaukee Journal when it 
S»ys: "The anti-/err_vm mdering bills are 
good in ttiat t liev prevent ^'l l r'. lll rider- 
intr, but the Democrats ha\e uoodcaune to 
complain of them, because they will per- 
petuate some of the most anbluehiog 
pieces of gerrymandering avar ssao in 
this country. " _ 

Iw Republicans are in favor of iMllot 
raform, tbev fail t) prove it by their 
works. The Legislatures of ten States 
have BO far voted on ballot reform bills, 
and in these States the Republicans cast 
286 votes for ballot reform and 258 votes 
against it. The Democrats have cast 478 
votes for and only 75 votes against it. In 
face of this showing it looki like there 
will not be much reform of the ballot 
system, if the country haa to lalj on tha 
Bapablieaiis for it.

TATE'S BONDSMEN LIABLE. 



Tha Oonrt of Appeals So Decides, But 
tha Stata Mast Prova Ear 



The Oonrt of Appeals rendarad an im- 
portant decision Tbnrsday. It decided 
that the bondaman of Janaa W. Tate, 
ex-State Treasurer, are liable, and most 
fork over tb^ cash, if the Sute can prove 
tha ai|^oant oi the defalcation during the 
term they were "Uncle Dick'a" anretieo. 

There were two decisions and each ia a 
lengthy one. The first case involved the 
official term and bond of 1882 and 1883, 
for $63,948.91, and the second case in- 
volved the two official terms and bonds 
of 1886 and 1887, and 1888 and 1889 for 
$162,28681. 

Tha total amount of the Tata daMoa- 
tion waa $243,128 50, but from amounts 
realised by the State upon property own- 
ed by Tate at the time of bis flight the 
defalcation has baan ladooad to aboat 

$150,000. 

On tba bonds of 1882 snd 1888, William 

Chinn, J. Stoddard Johnson, Alex M^ck 
lin, Qeerge Robb, Hiram Berry, Scott 
Brown, ot Pranklort, and Beriah Magof« 
fin's heirs are the sureties. Ob the bonds 
of the other years, S. Black, Alex Mack- 
lin, Oaorga Robb, J. Stoddard Johnson, 
Scott Brown, William Ohinn, of Frank- 
fort, J. Megibbeo, of Harrtaon County, 
and a Mr. Barbaa, of Seott Ooanty, were 
the sureties. The first opinion waa on 
the bond of 1882 and 1883, on which the 
tr al of tha oasa was bad In the Franklin 
Circuit Oonrt, in which Jud^e Moiitfort 
gave paremptory instructions to the jury 
against tha Oommonwealth. 

0(1 this first case the Coort of Appasis 
in substance holds aa foUowa: 

The appellees as sureties on tha first 
bond denied that Tate committed any act 
of defalcation during said term, alleging 
that be had committed defalcation for 
large amounts duringhlaprsoeding terms 
which, by meana of telsa entries, were 
carried into the terms of 1882 and 1883 as 
so much cash on hand. They also pleaded 
that the aettlements with the Auditor 
each month and with tbe Auditor and 
Secretary of Stite bieanally were a part 
of their contract in becoming 1'ate's 
bondsmen, and it was upon the faith of 
these settlements they signed the bond 
and took no steps for their indemnity. 
Tlie court then quotes the law in relation 
to the duties of the Auditor and Treas- 
urer and enters upon a recital of the facts 
as developed at the trial in the lower 
court and says: 

" If Tata ooold not tiava stolan axoept by 
by (be Aadltor'a htlp, flonnivaBea, or Dsgll* 
geDos, and he waa thaa enabled to steal, It 
was navertbelcs a braaeb ot faith on bis part 
for wblob the aaretiea are liui)lfl. If II were 
true that tbe Auditor's r.iltiilcssiie!'* or neg- 
ligence mail ' It Impfr.divc on T itc lo steal U 
mlBbt be tlien JuNily said Uiat the iijipellt'HH 
ouKlit to be released." 

On the aecoud case which was ap- 
pealed on demurrer to tbe petition filed 
by the Oommonwealth, after referring to 
tbe preceding case, In which was alleged 
the amount of defalcation was $162,- 
286.81, but that the petition could not 
state what pait of the defalcation oc- 
curred during either of said terms, as 
said information was peculiarly within 
tbe knowledge of Tate, and the court be- 
low having sustained the demurrer to 
the petition, the Appellate Court decides 
that the lower court erred in doing so, 
and reverses the cise with instructions 
to proceed with the trial for fnfthar ac- 
tion consistent with this opinion.

the usual furiu>liin;;s, stands a litt le il ~k and 
a comfortable chair or two — tlial ti.i.lis- 
people aud persons who call on busiuesei need 
not intrude ui)on the family privacy, but may 
leave or write their message or attend to 
their errand in a pleasant place. The eud of 
the long hall should be divided from the en- 
trance by a more or lesa elaborate screen of 
earvings or spindle work, having an arched 
entrance to be hung with bamboo or rice cur- 
taina.

OBRM AN COO KINQ, 

Ooefeery Sehool In the Old Ceaa l t y g ee i et 
of Savory aMierkra«i» 

That Germans, as a nation, appreciate the 

value of good eating Is shown by their cook- 
ery schools in the old country. These schools 
are for young women who want to fit them- 
Belvt>s t^) be housewives. They are not to be 
foimd in every part of Oemiany, but are e»- 
tablished in many districts, especially in the 
northwestern provinces. A girl may be a 
countess or spring from the ranks of the com- 
mon people, but the customs of the country 
require that, whoever she Ik, she should know 
})tm to oook, wash, iron, to clean rooms, to 
mand the llhen and to plant a garden. Of 
course it is not tH.be understood that all girls, 
even in those paHs of Oermany where the 
custom generally prevails, are foroed to un- 
dergo this training. Very many, as may be 
imagined, think it, and some parents do not 
feel the necessity of imposing this useful edu- 
cation on their daughters. Hut the K(K>d 
sense of the mnjority of the Germans makes 
them alive to the advaiita^ies of this custom, 
for it muvt be remembered that, whether a 
woman's life obliges her to do tlies() things or 
not, and even if her position in the world al- 
lows her to keep as many servants as she 
chooses, these very servants exiiect her to 
know how to do all the work which she re- 
quirea of thism. There ia only one difference 
betwaan a baroness and tba oUklof a trades- 
man— the latter leama the sevsral duties 
maiitioiied in her f atbar'a boose, and from 
her mother, ifhile tha fMtner leavaa home to 
learn the same detalla of domestic service in 
a strange house. 

There are certain dishes of which the Ger- 
mans, and many Amcric.uis too, are particu- 
larly fond, anil in the making: of which they 
are adepts. Tin' f;ir fam»>il sauerkraut is one 
of them. To make a satisfactory dish of 
sauerkraut the cabbago sliced for usomust be 
good and hard, the size of the vegetable being 
immaterial. It must be cut very fine, and, 
if you waut a great deal, must bo put in a 
barrel with a little salt, but you can make a 
small quantity in a stone Jar. The cabbage 
must be packed in very bard uid tight, bo 
tight that the liquid will remain on topi. It 
la wall to let the aaoerkraut restonafaw 
large leaves from outside the cabbage; leaves 
ahcold also be |daoed on top instead of a cloth,> 
as the taste will thua be improved. The cab- 
bage will ferment in two or three weeks, 
though it may remain in tho barrel much 
longer, and, as a conseiiuence, becomes more 
sour. 

When it Is taken out it should be cooked 
slowly fur tliree hours, and it tiustes better if 
a piece of fresh fat pork is put in, but not 
enough to spoil the color. The sauerkraut, 
when fresh made, is of a light color; the older 
it is, the darker colored it becomes. It must 
be boiled in cold water, not more than half a 
potfnl, because, if too much water is used, 
the vegetable will lose ita color. The fire 
ahonld be a slow one, ao that tha Juke or 

Kvy will not boil awaj. Seme like sauer- 
ttt when it is made fresh, others like it 
when it has been made and warmed over. 
This last method of serving it accounts for 
the celerity with which orders for this dish 
are fillt il ut the (Jermnn restaur-auts. The 
hii^lirst <ir "toniest" style of cooking this dish 
is to add to it a glass, a half boltlo or a bottle 
of champagne, ai'i'i irdin;; to the <juatitity of 
tho food, just before it is sent to tho table. 
Tho flavor of tho cliampatriio makes one of 
the best of (ierinau dishes tusto better still. 

Spinach OKjked in the Gteruian stylo is a 
favorite dish with Americans. This vegeta- 
ble must be boiled quicldy in considerable 
salt water. In the water in which it is boiled 
there is put some flne chopped onions, some 
flour, some moat gravy, p^per and^salt, and 
the spinach is boiled a seccmd time. If it is 
cooked with a good deal of butter, it is still 
more toothsome. It must, of course, be 
chopped very fine; some cooks chop it so fine 
that it can be strained through u sieve, when 
it is called a puree of apinaoh.— Beaton B^- 
ald.
